It is now just as the Savior said to Thomas. When the other disciples 
told him they had seen the risen. sdeemer, said he: Except I shall see 
in His hands the — the nails, and put my finger into the print’ of 
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the nails, and thrust my hand into His side, I will not believe.” And 
after eight days the disciples met again, and Thomas was with them; then 
came Jesus, the doors being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, “Peace 
be unto you ;” then said He to Thomas: “ Reach hither thy finger, and be- 
hold my hands, and reach hither thy hand and thrust it into my side, and 
be not faithless but believing.” Then it was that Thomas exclaimed, “My 
Lord and my God.” But Jesus said: “Because thou has seen me thou 
hast believed ; blessed are they that have not seen, and yet have be- 
lieved.” And so it is with you. You have reason to believe that the voice 
of the Lord has been heard, and we have the testimony, of those that 
heard the voice of God, and we have believed. Let us continue to believe 
and to act upon it ; and continue to believe every word that proceeds out 
of the mouth of God; so we shall prosper and build up Zion upon 
the earth; for this is our mission, and the work of you mothers and 
daughters of Zion—the mothers now, and by and by the daughters, who 
will, in turn, be mothers in Israel. Great responsibility rests upon you. 
Upon you depend the training and the direction of the thoughts and the 
inspiration of the hearts of your children, for they drink into the spirit of 
their mothers, and the influence of the mother over the children is the 
most enduring impression that can be made. There is nothing so im- 
perishable as the influence of the mother; that is, when she is good and 
has the spirit of the Gospel in her heart, and she has brought up her 
children in the way they should go. This principle endears the mother to 
the children, and the children always look upon such a mother with a 
reverence the next thing to worshiping her. I know it is so with me. 

I can remember my mother in the days of Nauvoo. I remember seeing 
her and her helpless children hustled into a flat boat with such things as 
she could carry out of the house at the commencement of the bombard- 
ment of the city of Nauvoo by the mob. I remember the hardships of the 
Church there and on the way to Winter Quarters, on the Missouri river, 
and how she prayed for her children and family on her wearisome journey. 
I remember, again, the fatigues and sufferings of our short stay at Winter 
Quarters. Then, again, I can remember all the trials incident to our en- 
deavors to remove out with the Camp of Israel, coming to these valleys of 
the mountains without teams sufficient to draw our wagons ; and being 
without the means to get those teams necessary, she yoked up her cows 
and calves, and tied two wagons together, and we started to come to 

Utah in this crude and helpless condition, and my mother said, “The 
Lord will open the way; but how He would open the way no one knew. 
I was a little boy then, and I drove team and did my share of the work. 
I remember coming upon her in her secret prayer to God to enable her to 
accomplish her work and her mission. 

Do you not think that these things make an impression upon the 
mind? Do you think I can forget the example of my mother? No; her 
faith and example will ever be bright in my memory. What do I think 7 
Every breath I breathe, every feeling of my soul rises to God in thankful- 
ness to Him that my mother was a Saint, that she was a woman of God, 
pure and faithful, and that she would suffer death rather than betray the 
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trust committed to her ; that she would suffer poverty and distress in the 
wilderness and try to hold her family together rather than remain in 
Babylon. That is the spirit which imbued her and her children. Would 
not her children be unworthy of such a mother did they not hearken to 
and follow her example? Therefore I say, God bless the mothers in 
Israel. And Oh! let God Almighty judge and deal with that man who 
would defilea woman. That is how I feel, feebly expressed, in relation to 
these matters. 

Ws are engaged in the work of God. If you will only continue faithful 
to the covenants you have made with the Lord, all will be well with you. 
If you falter, if there is anything that can turn you aside from the truth, 
I am sorry for you; for there should be nothing beneath the celestial 
kingdom that could separate us from the love of God, or turn us from the 
great work we are engaged in, for it is the work of the Lord. | 

In this Gospel the man is not without the woman nor the woman with- 
out the man in the Lord. In this Gospel the man and the woman are 
joined together for time and eternity in the Lord. In this Gospel the 
children and the parents are united together forever in the Lord. In this 
Gospel eternal life may be gained, which is the greatest gift of God. In 
this Gospel everything that can minister to our joy and happiness in time 
_ and eternity can be obtained. Beyond it nothing but the pleasures of the 

world can be found. This is the way I look at it ; and I exhort you to be 
faithful to your duties as members of the Relief Societies. 

Do your duty to your neighbors. As I said, it is not enough for your 
Relief Societies to confine themselves to seeking to clothe the naked and 
feed the hungry. These are only the smaller matters of our duties. You 
ought to be co-workers with and assistants to your husbands and the 
Elders of Israel. You ought to seek to elevate the spiritual and the moral 
condition of your associates—your sisters. And this I conceive to be your 
uppermost duty. I conceive this to be a duty that as far exceeds the 
duties of feeding the poor and clothing the naked as the sunlight exceeds 
the shining of the moon. For although you feed the hungry, if they are 
not enlightened in regard to the things of God, if they have not the truth, 
you only feed the body, you minister to the carnal appetite ; if you clothe 
the naked, you simply shield the poor, frail body from suffering; but 
when you can also take the perishing soul and minister to its eternal joy 
and comfort, by imparting knowledge and understanding of God’s eternal 
truths and righteousness, you are not only feeding and clothing the hun- 
gry and the naked with that which will perish, but you are feeding the 
famishing soul with the bread of life that never perishes, and clothing the 
naked with clothes that will not wear out. 

I think if the Relief Societies should undertake to help those who have 
not had experience with children, those that do not know how to keep 
house—if the sisters will take hold of such as these and show them how to 
feed their children with wholesome food, and how to clothe them properly, 
they will do a great deal of good and save having paupers for the Saints 
to. feed. and clothe by and by because they lack the knowledge and 
wisdom to do it for themselves. And I think anything of a spiritual 
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character that will fit the sisters for all their duties and bring them nearer 
to the Lord and the standard of righteousness and intelligence in the earth 
—anything that can be done by the sisters in this work—will be e 
of God and will be in the line of their duties. 

When your see your sisters wasting their substance in Wischen 
jewelry and gewgaws, be kind enough to show them that they will be 
just as happy and admired if they dress comfortably, cleanly and neatly, 
and not waste their substance upon baubles. I believe the Lord will 
approve of that; and a great deal may be done in the midst of Zion in 
this regard. The Lord said in a revelation to this people, Let your 
garments be plain, and their beauty the workmanship of your own hands.” 
I think this is good counsel. I do not want anybody to stint herself in 
anything that is good, or in any blessing. I do not want to see any sister 
deprived of any blessing or privilege that is good and proper for her. But 
I do not like to see mothers and daughters extravagant or wasteful. And 
I think it is proper for the Relief Societies to bring their gentle, matronly 
and kindly influence to bear upon our young ladies, and upon our matrons 
and the daughters of Zion, to get them to be comely, cleanly, neat, tidy 
and beautiful in the sight of God, without loading themselves down with 
adornments that spoil their beauty. And I think the Relief Societies 
have jurisdiction over these things in all kindness. People must not be 
cut off from the Church because of such weakness, but when rich people 
want to exhibit their vanity and pride in ostentatious display, the Lord 
will hold them accountable. We should not condemn them and cast them 
out because of that. But we should try to exert an influence over the 
sisters of Zion to be wise and prudent in their dress, as well as in their 
habits. 

May the Lord bless you, and may He prepare you who are officers i in the 
Relief Societies for the duties that devolve upon you, in the name * 
Jesus. Amen. 


A REMARKABLE RUIN. - 


PaRTIES from down the Gila Valley (Arizona, U. S. A.), who have been 
prospecting, bring back sensational reports of the finding of an immense 
ruin, once a city of the Aztecs, or whatever people inhabited that country. 
The city, as shown by the ruins, is miles in circumference, and many of 
the walls are still standing to the height of twelve and fifteen feet. The 
city lay in the valley, where the land was perfectly level and could be irri- 
gated, but in the centre is the fort or stronghold overlooking the valley, 
and about 600 feet in height. This is in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion, and if left alone will last hundreds of years yet. The mound on 
which the fort is was first built of dirt, is 200 feet in height, and covers 
about five acres of land. The edge is walled up with round boulders from 
the river, laid in a kind of cement, now hard as the stones themselves. On 
the top of this is another wall located in the centre, and covering about 
two acres. The remainder of the surface of the lower mound nas n 
used as a garden, and soil has been carried up from the valley. peat 
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On the second tier has been built another, covering about one acre, and 
on this was the fort of stone containing the houses of the warriors and the 
tools for cultivating the lower mesas. On the edge of each of the mesas 
the wall came up more than three feet above the surface, and inside of 
these defenses are thousands of boulders weighing from one to ten pounds, 
which were doubtless for the purpose of hurling down on an attacking 
foe. Thousands of flint arrowheads are lying on and around the base of 
this fortification, showing that it must have been besieged a long time 
before it was captured. 

In the upper fort are a large number of skulls and other bones belong- 
ing to the human body, and that part was undoubtedly the one in which 
the final struggle took place. Pottery of all kinds, some broken and some 
entire, is lying within its limits, and water was doubtless taken up in 
these vessels. Even to-day the position would be impregnable, without 
artillery, and undoubtedly the inhabitants were besieged and starved to 
death. It is now standing in the desert portion of the valley, and no one 
discovered it prior to last week. By the base of the wall runs an old ditch 
about thirty feet in width, and which connects with the Gila. Through 
this they got their water and irrigated the surrounding country. The 
ditch is perfectly straight and four and one half miles in length. With 
the exception of the Casa Grande, it is by far the most extensive ruin in 
the Territory, and local antiquarians are organizing to investigate it.—

PERISHED AT SEA. 


Tx ship Loodiana, with a cargo of petroleum, for London, was burned 
at sea on January 16. When she was ablaze, the steamship Egyptian 
Monarch came in sight, and second officer Jordan thus describes the suc- 
ceeding events, of which he was an eye-witness: I was on the lookout. 
The wind was blowing furiously, and the water seemed mountains high 
above us. Suddenly away over the port bow I saw a glare in the heavy 
sky. Then I saw a sudden flash, and there seemed to be an explosion, 
lighting up the horizon for miles around. Seizing a glass, I found that a 
sailing ship was on fire. I sent for Captain Irving, and the Egyptian 
Monarch was headed in the direction of the light. At 1:30 a.m. we rounded 
to near the burning vessel. It was the Zoodiana, and she was ablaze 
almost from stem to stern. The flames had nearly reached to the bows. 
In the bright glare I saw two figures sitting astride the jib boom. The 
glass showed them to baa man and woman. Afterwards we learned they 
were the captain of the Loodtana and his wife. 

There was no hope of saving the vessel even if any one had thought of 
doing so. The flames had run up the masts and rigging, and had obtained 
such a hold that nothing could stop them until the ship was burned to the 
waters edge. Big patches of burning oil floated around and about us. 
The storm had not abated, and as we cut through the waves we seemed to 
be sailing through a sea of fire, which leaped up angrily around us.. We 
That 
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agonizing cry for help which escaped them at that moment chilled the 
blood in my veins. The man astride the boom clung to a rope with one 
hand, clasping with his other the waist of a frail-looking woman. 

We launched a boat, though none of us believed that the boat would 
live in such a gale. In fact, for the first time in its history, the 
Egyptian Monarch had to throw oil over to calm the fury of the waves, 
but before we could launch the boat the fire had forestalled us. We 
shouted to the couple to be of good cheer. Their answer was a piteous 
cry for help. The burning ship was lying with its head to the wind. 
The flames were creeping slowly toward the boom, but the tempest seemed 


to favor the captain and his wife. Occasionally the ship’s stern was tossed 


high on the waves, when flames were blown along the bows until it seemed 
as if the clothes of the couple were scorched by the intense heat. The 
stays supporting the jib boom had been burned away. 

A few minutes afterwards the ship slung around ; the flames leaped 
towards the keel and bowsprit ; an awful cry of agony — up from those 
poor tortured ones. Down they fell into the fire-lit waves. We saw them 
for one short moment. The man was holding on to the stump of a spar, 
and the woman was clinging to him. A heavy wave lifted them up and 
dashed them against the side of the burning vessel. We never saw them 
again. We steamed around the blazing hulk in the hope of seeing a boat 
containing the crew. Then we steamed to leeward for twelve miles, but 
no sign of boat or raft could be discovered. We laid around as long as 
possible, but no boat could live in such sea as was running at that time.

From November 15 to March 1, 620,000 persons had been relieved by the soup kitchens 
for, the poor in Vienna, Austria.

Consider- 
able damage was done by floods in Spain.

A battle was fought in Bolivia, recently, between government troops and a band of 
revolting Indians ; a thousand of the latter were killed. 

A party of eight Spaniards attempted to cross the mountains near Bayonne, a, 
on March 3, but were caught in a snowstorm and frozen to death. 

In the last trip made by the Majestic from Queenstown to New York an e 
of 20.41 knots per hour was reached, making the rate of travel the fastest on record. 


The steamer Deccan, bound for Bombay, India, has disappeared with 100 souls on 


board. It is believed she went down in the recent cyclone off the coast of Mauritius. 


On March 4 two Russian soldiers crossed the Galician frontier into Austria. They re- 
sisted an attempt made by Austrian soldiers to arrest them, and one was bayonetted and 
the other drowned. 


The annual report of the Canadian Indian affairs department gives the total number of 
Indians in the dominion as 121,638. They are making great progress toward becoming 
self-supporting. There are 7554 Indian children attending government schools. 
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The tumultuous scenes connected with the Salvation Army processions were repeated at 
Eastbourne on March 6. In the charges by the mob upon the Salvationists, one of the 
women among the latter was so seriously injured that she had to be conveyed to the 

Over twenty thousand people in Hungary are said to be entirely without food, and - 
others are compelled to subsist on roots and the bark ef trees. Numbers of children have 
died from dysentery, and an outbreak of famine typhus is feared. The ee is 
making efforts to relieve the distress, 

While a party of en the 
Albanian frontier, on March 8, they fired a salute in honor of the bride and bridegroom. 
A Montenegrin was accidentally shot, whereat several of his friends became infuriated 
and fired into the wedding party, killing and wounding nineteen persons. 

A demonstration of unemployed laborers took place in Berlin on February 24. About 
2000 men marched to the emperor’s palace, demanding that they be heard. The police 
attempted to disperse the crowd, who resisted, and it was not until a large number were 
more or less severely injured by sword cuts that the officers were successful. Riotous 

disturbances followed for several days, but were finally repressed by the police. 

At Edmonton, Kentucky, U. S. A., on March 5, a white man struck a negro, and 
friends of the latter interfered in his behalf. A fight followed between whites and blacks, 
a score or more partizans having joined either side. The negroes used stones and sticks, 
and lodged in a barn for refuge. The whites used rifles, killing four and wounding three 
blacks, who were driven from the barn by its being set on fire. The whites then built up 
a pile of firewood, on which they placed the four blacks who had been killed and the three 
wounded men. ˙ w 
No arrests were made. 

Some interesting and important archzological discqveries have just been made at 
Argus, the ancient capital of the Peloponnesus, where excavations have been proceeding 
on the site of the Temple of Hera, under the superintendence of Mr. Waldstein, director 
of the American Archwological School at Athens, Greece. The workmen have not only 
discovered the foundations of the Homeric Temple which was destroyed by fire in the 
year 429 B.C., but have also come upon the remains of the second temple, which once 
contained the colossal statue of Hera, wrought in gold and ivory, by the famous Argive 
sculptor and architect, Polykeitos, a contemporary of Phidias. The relics disclosed up 
to the present include the bases of the statues which decorated the temple, and also a 
beautiful head of the goddess dating from the fifth enter AE besides other heads, 
fragments of marble sculptures, vases, and bronzes. 

The final figures of the Indian census, taken nearly a year ago, although not yet pub- 
lished, are now practically finished. The following are among the most interesting re- 
sults: The population of the whole of India ascertained by regular census is 287,207,046 ; 
the addition of persons registered by houses or tribes, amounting in number to 952,626, 
gives a grand total of 288,159,672. Of these, British India contains, censused, 221,004,277 ; 
registered, 261,910; total, 221,356,187 ; native States, censused, 66,112,769; registered, 
690, 716; total, 66,803,485. The registered tracts are the Upper Burmah frontiers and 
British Beloochistan under British and Sikkim Shan States, and the Bhil tracta of 
Rajputana under native States. Taking only the provinces and states enumerated both 
in 1881 and 1891, the net increase is 27.991,000, while the gross increase, including terri- 
tory only censused last year, is 33,555,784. The returns according to religions are: 
Hindooe, 207,654,407 ; Mussulmans, 57,365,204 ; Christians, 2, 284, 191; Jains, 1, 416, 109; 
Sikhs,: 1,907,836 ; Buddhists, 7,101,057 ; Parsees, 89,887; Jews, 17,180; forest tribes 
worshippers}, 9,208,063 ; atheiste, agnostics, 200 ; in the other cases the re- 
ligion is not returned. Among the Hindoos are included 3,401 Brahmas and 39,948 
Aryas. The Brahmas are chiefly in Bengal, the Aryas in the Northwest and the Pun- 
jaub. The latter return themselves as Vedic or Aryans by religion, sometimes as Hindoo 
Aryans, while even a few Sikhs describe their sect as Aryan. 1

DOING AS THE JEWS DID. 


NxaRkLr forty centuries have passed since Jacob prophesied concerning 
the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ, when he predicted the greatness 
which Judah should achieve, and said, The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his feet, until Shiloh come; and unto 
Him shall the gathering of the people be.” This promise had reference to 
the coming of the Savior, whose atonement through the shedding of Mis 
blood Israel were taught to commemorate by sacrifices. 

The Almighty said to Moses, “I will raise them up a Prophet froin 
among their brethren, like unto thee, and will put my words in His 
mouth ; and He shall speak unto them all that I shall command Him ;” 
and in speaking through the Prophet Isaiah, He said to the house of 
David, “Therefore the Lord Himself shall give you a sign: Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call His name Immanuel.” 
The birthplace of the Savior is stated by the Prophet Micah: ‘“ But thou, 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of 
Judah, yet out of thee shall He come forth unto me that is to be ruler i in 
Israel ; whose goings forth have been from old, from everlasting.” i 

At the time Jesus was born, Herod sat upon the throne of Judea. 
Though a descendant of the house of Israel, he was an adept in the cun- 
ning and ferocious practices of the degenerate Roman. His history covers 
a period of cruelty and carnage ; his ambition was to found, under the 
patronage and support of the Romans, a government whose glory would 
be like unto that of Solomon’s kingdom. This desire on his part prompted 
him to punish the rebellions of the Jews with visitations of fire and sword, 
and he viewed with suspicion every movement of the house of Israel, 
deeming actions uninspired by any such intention to ne efforts to re- 
establish the throne of David. 

It was to a ruler of this frame of mind, and 3 by shave who 
shared his sentiments, that the wise men of the east came and: inquired, 
Where is He that is born King of the Jews? For we have seen His star 
in the east and have come to worship Him.” When Herod heard this, he 
was troubled, as was all Jerusalem also. The proud ruler who had, through 
deeds of blood, reached the eminent position he occupied, gathered the 
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chief priests and scribes and * them where Christ should be 
born, and elicited the reply, “In Bethlehem of Judea: for thus it is written 
by the Prophet.” He then directed the wise men to inform him when 
they found the. young Child, professing that he also wished to worship 
Him ; but when they, warned of his true purpose, failed to bring him the 
desired information, he became furious and sent forth soldiers who slew 
all the children two years old and under that could be found in Bethlehem 
and all the coasts thereof. 
The events of those days show that the time of the Savior’s first appear- 
ance on earth was well known to the Jews; and it seems strange to the 
Christian of later years that they could have been so blinded by the crafti- 
ness of men that they did not recognize in Jesus the Christ who had been 
prophesied of. He was born, preached the Gospel, and was slain in direct 
fulfilment of predictions with which the Jews were familiar, and which to- 
day seem so plain that no error need be made regarding them. 
But is professed Christendom to-day in any better condition regarding 
the work of the Lord in this generation than Judah was at the time of 
His first appearing?. The commandments and example of Christ are 
before the people of this age, and His Gospel plan is set forth more plainly 
than was His first coming revealed to the Jews. Yet His doctrines are 
not received by the people to-day. Even those who are presumed to be 
the most devout Christians, who belong to various denominations, and 
who profess to believe the Bible, will not accept the plain teachings 
therein. Yet these who refuse to accept the doctrine of Christ as taught 
in the Scriptures rise up in judgment upon those who slew Him. What 
better than they who rejected Him anciently are they who refuse to give 
heed to His message and doctrine to-day? When He told them they could 
know of His doctrine, that it was from God, His testimony was in force 
upon them, because in His promise they had an opportunity of receiving 
that knowledge by revelation from heaven. He warned them to search 
the Scriptures for a witness of Him, and said that if they were the chil- 
dren of Abraham they would do the works of Abraham. The same prin- 
ciples are as applicable to the people to-day as they were to those who 
lived eighteen centuries ago. 

In this age professing Christains exclaim: “ O, that we had lived when 
Christ and His Apostles were upon the earth, we would not have perse- 
cuted them!” How much more free from bigotry are they, and how 

much better than the Jews who stoned Stephen todeath? What a parallel 
to this event is shown by the sectarians of to-day! When Stephen bore 
witness to the Son of Man standing on the right hand of God, the Jews 
cried with a loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon him with one 
accord.“ Who in all the professed Christian churches to-day will not stop 
their ears, and in like manner run upon the Latter-day Saint who testifies 
to the same thing for which Stephen became a martyr? Let the record 
of their actions give the answer. When the Prophet Joseph Smith said : 
I have seen God and Jesus Christ,” he was slain for that testimony 12 
because his statement vas disproved, for it was the truth, but because 
hag not Stephen was stoned to death because 
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the Jews did not believe him. The Divine Master was condemned to the 
cross by the people who did not believe His declaration that He was the 
Son of God. 
The everlasting Gospel has been restored to earth in this dispen 

and Christendom is rejecting the doctrine of Christ as determinedly as 
the Jews rejected Him as the Redeemer of the world. Out of their own 
mouths shall they be judged. The Scriptures testify of Christ and His 
doctrine ; the unfailing test can be as completely applied to-day as in any 
age: “If any man will do His will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God.“ Who among the nations will come out from prejudice, and 
bigotry, and fear of the scorn of men, and prove the divinity of the Lord's

ras JEWS AND SOUTH AMERICA. 


On Thursday last, March 10, Col. Albert E. W. Goldsmid sailed from 
Southampton to engage in an varidoetadkctinas which is attracting the special 
attention of the Jewish race. The cruel persecution of the Jews by Russia 
has brought out many suggestions for the relief of the distressed children 
of Israel. Of these suggestions"the most practical is that of the Baron de 
Hirsch—practical because the Baron’s immense wealth is ample for the 
financial needs of his plan, and because the czar is willing for the Jews to 
leave Russia, while they are anxious to go anywhere to escape the bar- 
barous treatment which they are now compelled to submit to. 

Baron de Hirsch proposes to build up a prosperous Jewish common- 
wealth in the midst of the Argentine Republic, and an extensive tract of 
land has been purchased there for that purpose. A number of Jewish 
families will be chosen and are to be located on this tract ; there they will 
be provided with sustenance until such time as they can be reasonably ex- 
pected to provide for themselves. The colony is to be largely augmented 
each year by emigration direct from Russia, the expense to be borne out 
of the fund provided by the Baron, who will have full control of the selec- 
tion of emigrants. Thus it is hoped that within a few years the entire 
Jewish population of Russia, and possibly many others of the race from 
Eastern Europe, will be transplanted to and comfortably located in the 


Argentine. 


This scheme is of such magnitude that the man who is trusted with the 


management of its affairs should be endowed with unusual force of char- 


acter and ability in the peculiar line in which the plan is to be operated. 
The one regarded as possessing the necessary qualifications is Col. 


Goldsmid, who is well known to be an intense sympathizer with the 
victims of Russian misrule, and an ardent believer in the revival of Jewish 


nationality ; to him probably more than to any other man are due the 


recent organized efforts to establish the Jews in Palestine, the dream of 


his life being to see his co-religionists become again “one nation upon 


tbe mountains of Israel.“ 


But political conditions render Palestine inaccessible to the. Je ews at 
present, except in limited 2 and the gathering to the Holy Land 
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has to be gradually effected. Therefore more speedy relief is sought, and 
sanguine expectations are indulged in that it will be found in the South 
American republic. The prospect of an early improvement in the situation 
of the suffering millions of Russian Jews, offered in the plan conceived by 
Baron de Hirsch, has induced Col. Goldsmid to accept, for one year at 
least, the responsibilities connected with the entire supervision of coloni- 
zation, and he has entered upon his task without delay. 5 
It is strange that the Jews of to-day gaze longingly for a place of rest 
from persecution to the same land where a colony which left Jerusalem 
twenty-five centuries ago obtained refuge, and became the foundation of 
the mighty nations of ancient America; that the promised land in 
Argentina is but a few miles from the spot where Lehi and his colony dis- 
embarked 600 B. C. Yet such is the fact; and the Jewish Chronicle thus 
voices the feeling of hopefulness that is experienced at viewing the 
Prospect: 

Nothing is more difficult than to appraise the true significance of cur- 
rent events; and it 2 be questioned whether we Jews have fully 
grasped the importance of the movement which is taking our gallant co- 
religionist to South America. No event in Jewish history since Bible 
times affords a parallel to the remarkable enterprise on which Baron 
Hirsch has embarked. To attempt to lead forth a mass of Jews from 
‘grievous bondage, and to settle them in a country where they may enjoy 
not only freedom but the happiness of those who toil nobly—this is an 
undertaking which, save for the great Egyptian exodus, is unique in the 
annals of Israel. Hitherto sufferance has been regarded as the badge of 
all our tribe, and oppression has been patiently borne as an almost inevit- 
able incident of Jewish experiences. At best it was something to be 
evaded, to be fled from. An organized, gradual and dignified departure 
from the scenes of persecution is a dramatic movement which is the ex- 
clusive uct of this age. The families who, under the aegis of Baron 
de Hirsch’s Association, are to set out for Argentina, will not be fugitives, 
but emigrants. Their departure from the unnatural fatherland which re- 
fuses any longer to shelter its own children will partake less of the char- 
acter of a flight than of an orderly, well-devised march to more hospitable 
shores. The mind instinctively reverts to the memorable deliverance of 
Israel from tian oppression, marked as it was by the deliberate con- 
quest of liberty by an enslaved race. The new exodus, like the old, is not 
a humiliating retreat, but a triumphant advance. 
Only in these days out of all the post-Biblical period could such an 
event occur. Never before has that solidarity been possible which con- 
stitutes) Israel a true unity, and which makes the anguish of one of its 
sections the common grief of all. Never before have the physical links 
which bind together the most distant parts of the world been drawn so 
close,for exerted so powerful an effect upon Jewish fraternal sympathies. 
The steamship, the 9 the press, have played a stupendous part in 
welding 2 er in these latter ore the scattered families of the House 
of Israel. But even these powerful influences would not have sufficed to 
initiate the enterprise of which Colonel Goldsmid has undertaken the 
direction, had that jin de stecle element, the millionaire E. 
been wanting. The benevolence and the wealth of Baron de Hirsch have 
supplied the remaining conditions needed to fashion a situation remark- 
able in itself, and full of bright promise for the future of our race. Let 
only this new movement succeed, and the Jew will be doubly armed 


against persecution. 
Any undertaking that will ameliorate the oondition of suffering Judah 
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should receive hearty commendation ; and with Baron de Hirsch’s project 
it is most desirable that its failures may be few, and its triumphs many. 
But to hope that it will prove a parallel to the exodus from Egypt seems 
an over-sanguine expectation. Even Colonel Goldsmid feels this, for in 
his farewell address at. London, referring to the general outlook for the 
Jews, and to the task upon which he was about to begin, he said: 
I can * say that, as regards the present state of affairs concerni 
our people, I think a very serious time is approaching for our people all 
over the world. I look upon this as a great crisis in our history, and this 
great crisis must be met with extreme efforts. I do not know what the 
coming year will do for us, but I fear that we shall experience one of the 
darkest years for Judaism that the world has ever seen. I assure yon that 
I have undertaken the task allotted to me with no light heart. I can rec- 
2 the great difficulties that lie in the way. I am taking a leap in 
the dark. I am going to a country about which I know absolutely 
nothing, and there T shall do my very best to enable our people to gain 
an honest livelihood on the land by the sweat of their brow. : : 
It is indeed “taking a leap in the dark” to attempt to transform the 
Russian Jews into prosperous colonies of agriculturists, and to make 
them contented in their new home. The former may be possible to a con- 
siderable extent, but the latter is not. Palestine will still be “their own 
land,” and the centre of Jewish destiny is the re-assembling in Judea. 
But the Argentine Republic, like other nations, may afford to some of the 
race temporary rest and shelter until the time shall draw near for Jerusa- 
lem to be inhabited by them as towns withont walls for the multitude 
therein. 


A TELEGRAM of March 5 states that there is great excitement in the 
State of Washington, U.S.A., in consequence of the ministrations of two 
Adventist preachers who are urging people to prepare for the end of the 
world.

_ Tus Brigham Young Memorial Association has decided upon the location 
and design of the statue to be erected in Salt Lake City in honor of the 
late President Brigham Young. No better site could be chosen than the 
one agreed upon—the southeast corner of the Temple Block. The design, 
too, is eminently suitable, the general idea being taken from the Gambetta 
monument, recently erected at Paris, France. Instead of being simply a 
statue of President Young, it is rather a monument to the Pioneers, with 
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President ‘Young as the central or crowning figure. The base of the 
monument, ten feet high, is to be of granite ; the shaft, or column, twenty 
feet high, is to be of white oolitic sandstone, with Pioneer group cut in. 
bas-relief on the face ; the statue of President Young, ten feet high, is to 
be of bronze, as are also the sitting figures, eight feet high, at the base of 
the shaft. A bronze tablet on the face of the monument will give such 
data concerning President Young as may be decided upon ; while on the 
back a similar tablet will give the names of the Pioneers and the date of 
their entrance into the valley of the Great Salt Lake. It will take nearly 
two years to complete the dere the cost of which will be about 


$50,000.

JAFFA AND JERUSALEM. 


NEXT summer tourists to Jerusalem will be enabled to make the trip from 
Jaffa to the sacred city surrounded by all the modern comforts afforded by 
railroad transit. The French company engaged i in — the line ex- 
pect to have it completed in a short time. 

It is only a few years since there was anything like a "respectable road 
tween the two points. For the present tolerably fair wagon way, travelers 


in that part of the world are indebted to the visit, a few years ago, of an 


Italian prince. As soon as the Sultan of Turkey learned of the intention 
of the twig of Italian royalty to make the trip, he forthwith ordered two 
: or three thousand of his Arab subjects to go to road-making, and the tarn- 
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pike was soon completed with little or no expense to the Turkish govern- 
ment. Over this road tourists have ever sincé traveled between Jaffa and 
Jerusalem, the charge for the trip being from five to twenty francs, accord- 
ing to the quality of the conveyance, etc. The government charges a toll 
at each end for wagons, revenue officers being appropriately stationed to 
make the collections. All this will be changed in a few months, as the 
French company will soon complete its undertaking. The rails, sleepers, 
three locomotives, and forty-eight freight cars are already delivered at 
Jaffa. The capital of the company is 4,000,000 francs, that is, $800,000, 
which is in 8000 shares of $100 each. There is also an issue of 18,000 
5 per cent. obligations, payable to bearer, of 500 francs (#1, 800,000 in bonds 
of $100 each). It has obtained an absolute concession for seventy-one 
years of the line from Jaffa to Jerusalem, with the option of extensions to 
Nablous, in the direction of Damascus, and to oe in the direction of 
Port Said. 

A careful estimate has been made of the bee traffic which will be 
managed by the line. This estimate is formed on data and statistics col- 
lected on the spot, and it is supported by the consular reports of the 
foreign office and by the official records of the trade of the port of Jaffa. 
The company calculates on a gross annual return for its first few years of 
9236, 000. On this basis and according to a contract for the working of the 
line made with the Societe de Travaux Publics et Constructions, with a 
scale of expenses decreasing from 50 to 39 per cent. of the amount of the 
returns, a minimum nett annual is looked for of $120,000. The payment 
of interest and the redemption of the 18,000 bonds will take only n 
a year. 

The distance between the two points is about fifty-four miles. On a 
bee-line it is probably about twelve miles shorter, but owing to the rough 
and hilly character of the country the railroad route will have to be some- 
what circuitous. The time occupied in making the trip by the present 
means of transit is about twelve hours. As soon as railroad communica- 
tion is established it will be reduced to about two hours. 3 

The result of this initial enterprise of its class will be the net-working 
of the Holy Land with a railroad system, as that country is bound to 
become one of the greatest commercial centres of the world .—Deseret News.

Mrs. Tonneson, who had her leg broken near the ankle, a couple of years ago, by the 
falling of a fence temporarily placed around the Jennings corner, Salt Lake City, while 
the building was being repaired, secufed a verdict for $4750 damages, on February 20. 

At Salem, on February 18, F. J. Cason, who is in his twenty-fourth year, and Mrs. 
Hatch, fifty odd years of age, were united in marriage. The bridegroom is a traveling 
actor, and the bride waa formerly a hotel proprietress, and is now a great-grandmother. 

The death of Sister Sarah Giles Farr, wife of Hon. Lorin Farr, of Ogden, occurred on 
February 26. She was a native of Merthyr Tydfil, Wales, and was sixty-one years of 
age. Her residence in Utab has dated from 1849. She was a faithful Latter-day Saint.
